Patent No. 6,072,576) teach regressing scores with a property of a produt stream produced in the process, which is different from a 
statistically significant reactor process variable as shown in claim 1. Applicant states that the temperature of a product in a transfer line 
is not the same as the temperature variable of the reactor. Applicant's specification and claim 15 list some examples of reactor process 
variables (page 13, lines 18-29). In general the specification states that "each of these variables relates to the operation of one or both of 
the reactors..." While McDonald et al. may teach measuring the viscosity or temperature of a product that is not presently in the reactor, 
it is the Examiner's position that the temperature of the product relates to the operation of the reactor in McDonald and is therefore a 
reactor process variable. 
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
